A significant circumstance, to -which due 
importance has not hitherto been given by writers 
on Siam, or even by resi !ent foreigners in‘their 
reports of the country, and which therefore is not 


‘| genernlly’ known’ clsewhere, is the, fact that 


ralthough Siam possesses a fainly proportionate 
native population, it nevertheless is dependent 
toa large, extent upon‘other countries for the 
requisite: unskilled working laborers to develop 
its resources. , It. seems almost inconsistent, 
with-the nature of things:in the East that 
this should he so; considering the ‘condition 
of.China and. Japan, .with their ever-increas:_ 
ing’ millions ;* the nature ‘and influence of 
the prevailing religion here; but that .such 
is really the case, despite all'appearanccs to the” 
contrary, ts casily demonstrated, ‘The fact that
